account 


of the murder of I*aac Journeycake, 
vulgarly called 
Johniiycuke, 
a prom- 


inent Delaware Indian, who formerly 
lived with his tribe inthe Diminished 
Delaware 
Reserve, 
in 
Wyandotte 


county, 
Kansas, 
near 
the 
Leaven- 


worth county line. 
Ho was an edu- 


cated and energetic man, 
universally 


respected 
for his ability and integrity. 


We extract the following items: 


Last 
Saturday 
afternoon, 
Isaac 


Journeycake, 
a prominent Delaware 


at Lightning Creek,thirty miles south 
of the city, was 
murdered 
while rid- 


ing peacefully along tlie road on his 
way home 
from a neighbor's 
house, 


by one Calvin 
Coker, 
a 
half-breed 


Cherokee. 
Coker aud 
some 
friends 


had been 
drinking, it seems, aud see- 


ing 
Journey take, 
accompanied 
by 


Daniel Anderson, a colored man, going 
by, got on their horses and met them. 
Coker told Mr. J. 10 ride outside ofthe 
road, as he 
wished 
to speak 
to him. 


Journeycake 
replied 
that if he had 
anything 
to say, he could ritle along 


the road and say it. Coker then struck 
at 
him with a revolver 
and 
at the 


same time took hold of him and 
tired 
one shot, but missed 
his aim. 
Both 


men fell from 
their horses, 
and, 
as 
Joumeycuke 
attempted 
to rise 
up, 


Coker hied again, striking bis victim 
iv tbe breast and killing him instant- 
ly. 
The weapon 
was held so close to 


the ill-fated 
man that a large 
hole 


was burnt 
in bis vest. 
Coker then 


turned to the negro and said, ''Daniel 
Anderson, I willlix you in some way 
soon," 
aud Anderson started 
on the 


run. 
Coker then mounted 
his horse 


and disappeared. 


This man Coker is said to be a hard 


case, 
having some 
years 
ago killed a 


man named Charles Hicks, and made 
himself obnoxious generally for some 
time. 
His wife is a Delaware Indian, 
and it is said his hatred 
for Mr. Jour- 


neycake 
grew out of a refusal of Ihe 


Delaware Council toallowhim to draw 
his wife's annuity without 
the neces- 


sary order. 


Isaac Journeycake 
was born 
in the 


year 
1819, 
and was 
consequently 
58 


years old. 
He has, by his honorable 


conduct, 
endeared 
himself to every 


member of his tribe, ami at the time 
of bis deatli enjoyed 
the confidence 


and esteem of all who knew him. He 
was a member 
of the Delaware Coun- 


cil and 
has been 
for many years the 


official tribal interpreter. 


At last 
accounts 
the murderer 
had 


not been 
captured, 
though 
a posse of 


about 40 men w ere in pursuit and were 
determined 
to capture him and 
make 
him pay the penalty he so richly de- 
serves.

Santa Monica has ever witneased. 
We 


have seen 
the grand reception given 


to King Albert Edward, of Kirn hunt, 
on his arrival in the Great Eastern in 
our beautiful 
bay; we witnessed 
the 


enthusiasm 
on the occasion 
of Pres 


dent Grant's inauguration 
of this as 


the Summer capital for the third term; 
we remember 
the triumphant 
return 


of Senator Jones from his visit to the 
Emperors of Russia and Germany, but 
all these sank 
into insignificance be- 


fore 
yesterdays' 
celebration. 
The 


ancient triumphal 
entries of Caesar 


into Rome 
could only approach 
it in 


magnificence and splendor, though iv 
point of actual outlay, ours far exceed- 
ed the Roman fetes. 
This is the more 


remarkable, 
as Caesar 
had 
a con- 


quered world to draw upon, while Sen- 
ator 
Jones 
merely contriouted 
the 


profits 
of 
a little venture 
in Wall 


street, New York, in which 
Commo- 


dore Drew, Daniel Gould and Jay

mercial importance 
and diminish our 


swelling 
population. 
In fact, 
the 


alarming feature ofpeople abandoning 
the mines and 
farms and flocking to 


these 
cities, 
stares 
us in the 
face. 


Mining, sbeep-raising 
and agriculture 


are ueglected,and 
the interior is fast re- 


lapsing into a desert. 
This is a wrong 


state ofaffairs, and we trust these mis- 
guided 
people 
will listen to reason, 


return to their deserted 
ranches 
and 


mines, thus restoring the proper equi- 
librium of the commercial, 
agricul- 


tural and mining interests. 
We hope 


no federal legislation will be needed to 
prevent this disastrous building up of 
cities on the coast 
where commerce 


does not demand them. In conclusion, 
let them consider

be one Santa Monica, 
as there is only 


one Jones.

barren coast,

upon the rodents.

are appointed for the last Saturdays in 
October, November, 
December,

ary, February 
and March. 
A fine of 
$5 is imposed 
on

who fail to 
turn out 
when 
summoned 
by tbe 
squirrel master. 
Judge Lindley sub- 
mits this bill to the Grangers 
as a 
starter 
for intelligent legislation 
on 
this important subject, and asks them 
to use their organized 
influence in se- 
curing relief from those pests.

A drive of one hour from Los An- 


geles through 
the Arroyo Seco, 
past 


Sycamore 
Grove and Live Oak Park, 


brings us to the Indiana Colony. This 
colony ha 9been 
In existence such 
a 


short time (only about fifteen months) 
and the work of the settlers has been 
so quietly accomplished 
that but few 


outside 
of 
Los 
Angeles 
have any 


knowledge of it at all. 
The situation 


of the colony is one of great beauty. 
It is 
on a table land that stretches 


about five miles from the base of the 
Sierra Madre 
Mountains, westerly to 


tlie Arroyo Seco and southerly to the 
San Gabriel 
and the Monte country. 


The elevation is about eight hundred 
feet above 
Los Angeles, and the loca- 


tion is such that from every point the 
views are charming. 
On the North 


and East lies tbe grand Sierra Madre, 
stretching upward over three thousand 
feet above the plateau. 
Huge enough 


and grim enough 
it is to satisfy all 


our search for greatness in nature. 
If 


it were 
in Switzerland 
or Italy, its 
grandeur would have been 
told again 


and again. 
With us it is but one 


among the many great and we scarce- 
lyknow of its presence. 
Beyond the 


Sierra Madre are seen the three loftier 
peaks 
of the 
Cncaraongo 
Mountain; 


and a hundred 
miles away aud further 


South, stand the snow-crowned 
senti- 


nels of the great interior country, Mts. 
San 
Bernardino 
and 
San 
Gorgonio. 


On the Southeast 
and South 
we have 


all the delightful view of the San Gab- 
riel valley, with a modest 
mountain 


ridge for a back-ground. 
On the West 


is the 


ARROYOSECO 


And the Verdugo ridge. 
Those who 


have followed the Arroyo only to the 
pionic 
grounds 
can 
have no idea of 


what they miss by not searching 
out 


its real beauties. 
The arroyo is seco 


below the colony only. 
For four or 


five miles 
from the mountain it con- 


tains a stream of the purest aud sweet- 
est mountain water. Along this stream 
are beautiful groves of sycamores 
and 


willows, balm 
of gileods 
aud 
wild 


vines, 
hot 
dry 
aud 
dusty, 
but 


moist and cool and beuutiful. 
Num- 


bers 
of glens, 
caves, 
grottoes, cosy 


little nooks 
of all kinds, 
invite to 


pleasant repose and meditation. 
The 
'little folks of the colony have iv one 
spot cleared 
out all the underbrush 


and prepared 
a place for their plays. 


They have nicely lettered 
an inscrip- 


tion on a large paper card, "Welcome 
to the Palace Royal," and 
right royal 


it is. 
Surely, no king could 
wish for 


drapery finer than the ferns and vines, 
for a fountain brighter than the sweet 
stream, 
nor music 
sweeter 
than its 


murmur. 
Ifany citizen of Los Ange- 


les, tortured 
with the heat and dust, 


wishes 
to regale 
himself witli these 


beauties, 
he can do so very easily, as 


it will only take about 
three or four 


hours to make the trip. 


THE COLONY 


Was started and has been maintained 
as a "fruit growers' ranch " 
There 


are about thirty settlers, each occupy- 
ing from fifteen to one hundred 
and 


\u25a0 
hty 
acres 
of land. 
The divided 


iiiiids of the company 
embrace 
only 


two-fifths of the original fcruot. 
The 


"undivided lands" are controlled by a 
Board of Directors, who ure elected by 
the members of the colony.

use the water is supplied by hydrants. 
The pressure 
is considerable,

a little care all can have fine fountains. 
The convenient aud 
abundant supply 


of this 
delicious mountain 
water is 


certainly one of the most desirable

Some Idea of the work accomplished 
here may be gained from the number

TREES AND VINES 


already set out. 
There are about six 


thousand 
orange trees, one 
thousand

varieties, 
though the number
